The Fan 
or; Party of 4ntonius;and OTaviance C £ſar 
lagainlt Bratue and Caſſius, held out ke- 
wiſefor.a time: But when Brutus and Caſ- 
ſaws ,were overthrowne, then ſoone aſter 
Antonius and DAaviauus brake and Subdi» 
vided. Theſe Examples are of Wars, but 
|the ſame holdeth in Private Fa/rows.And 
| |therefore, thoſe that are Seconds in Fa- 
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Zians,doe manytimes; when the Fattion 
Subdividech, prove Principals:Buc many 
rimes alſo, they: prove Ciphars and Ca-
